The game was opened yesterday 
by a gambler, who was called 
“Blackie” by the others, a few yards 
outside the main entrance to the 
plant. The dice were rolled on the 
ground. Soon a crowd of about 20 
workmen gathered, and a second 
gambler appeared. One workman 
head won several dollars, when 
“Blackie” called for a new pair of 
dice. 

Crooked Dice Suspected, 

‘What's the matter with these?’ 
‘asked one workman. Another 
laughed sarcastically, and replied: 
“They are ‘right,’ that’s all.” Anoth- 
er pair of dice came from some- 
where, and “Blackie” suddenly be- 
came lucky. 

The third gambler, who was a 
partner of the second, and who was 
addressed as Ritter, appeared then. 
He and his partner appeared not to 
be on the best of terms with 
“Blackie,” but they did not let this 
interfere with their mutual object 
of winning from the workmen. 

Although the playing started with 
bets of 25 and 60 cents, the game 
“warmed up,” and some of the work- 
men were betting from $2 to $5 on 
one turn of the dice. Several plays 
were made when more than $20 was 
at stake. 

The man called Ritter made three 
suceessive bets with “Blackie” and 
lost them all. Then Ritter’s part- 
ner warned him. 

“Lay off that stuff; he knows what 
be is doing. If he didn't, he'd be 
broke—-making bets like that,” he 
said, and therafter “Ritter,” who ar- 
rived after the change of dice, con- 
fined his betting to workmen. 

One man asked, “what has become 
of the bulls?” and another replied 
that the police had “laid off of the 
game.” There did not appear to be 
any apvorehension of arrest.

“However, let us not deceive our- 
selves with believing that what has 
happened Germany is to serve as a 
wholesome example in the world for 
very long. What happened Napoleon 
did not restrain the Kaiser. We need 
to have this planet policed, and I im- 
agine we have come toit. One of the 
first things that will be done after the 
Kaiser hands over his sword will he 
to lay the world out in beats and put 
out cops.
